WORLD MISSILES 


U.S. Rockets 
Tipped Russ

The Russians did not 


give any military secrets 


away when they paraded a number of rockets at the 
occasion of the fortieth anniversary of the Bolshevik 
revolution. Anybody who knew anything about rockets 


could see at a glance -that 


the large missiles on their 


trailers were somewhat enlarged V-2 rockets and that 
the smaller ones shown were anti-aircraft missiles of 
the same type as the U.S. Navy’s Terrier. 


Although the Russians did 
not disclose any secrets on 
that occasion |a good deal 
about the Russian missile 
arsenal has become kuown in 
various ways. To understand 
what they built and why they 
built what they did it is neces 
sary to go back to the last 
year of the Second World 
War. Most Americans, at that 
time, saw a movie about the 
battle of Stalingrad and may 
recall having seen large sa)l- 
voes of rockets being launched 
against the encircled German 
army group. It-so happens 
that most of these rockets had 
been made in Tennessee and 
were lendlease ammunition. 


These rockets were not mis- 
siles in the sense in which 
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this term is now used. They 
were simple unguided bom- 
bardment rockets. The Rus- 
Sians did have a_ similar 
rocket of their-own manufac- 
ture with a ‘diameter of 3% 
inches, used as an anti-tank 
rocket from launchers nick- 
named Stalin Organs. Right 
after the war the Russians 
began to mass produte two 
additiona) rocket weapons of 
the same type, one with a 
diameter of fiye inches and 
one larger one with a dia- 
meter of 11% inches. 

The current Russian bom- 
bardment rockets are the off- 
spring of these early types. 
There are two such rockets 
with a range of three to five

The large type of a 
calibre of nearly a foot has 
been conver ted into an air-to- 
air missile, a rocket to be 
fired from airplanes against 
other airplanes.

propelled by solid fuels. 

With the end of the war the 
Russians captured tons of 
German documents. They cap- 
tured the production. engi 
neers of the V-2 factory ‘but 
not the planning and research 
staff who had fled in time 
and surrendered to the Amer- 
icans) and théy might have 
captured a few rockets. From 
the documents they learned 
that the Germans had planned 
to extend the 200 miles range 
of the V-2 by equipping it 
with wings 

The idea was that the 
winged rocket could add 
about 100 miles to its range 
by performing like a glider 
when it returned into dense 
air after reaching its 60-mile 
peak. Of course this ‘rocket 
could not be accurate unless 
it--was_piloted and the Ger 
mans had had that in mind 
The pilot was.to bail out as 
soon as he was sure that his 
rocket would hit the target 
The Russians also learned 
from captured documents that 
the Germans intended to de 
velop solid fuel rockets to be 
fired from submarines. 

Since these German 

" Were not based on whim but 
on solid engineering logic the 
Russtans carried them out 
with their own men. The sub 
marine - launched, solid - fuel 
missiles are now under de 
velopment; one with an in 
tended range of 100 miles is 
called Comet-1, another with 
an intended range of 500 miles 
is called Comet-2

So far the only facts known 
about the Russian ICBM (In 
ter Continental Ballistic Mis 
sile) are that it is designated 
as T-3 or as M-104, that its 
goal is a range of 5,009 miles 
and that tWo or three of them 
have been test fired. It must 
be a three-stage rocket and, 
of course, its warhead must 
be heavy enough to be either 
a uranium or a hydrogen 
bomb.

That is implicit in the result of 
municipal elections yesterday. In the 
city the referendum supporting a 
royal commission inquiry an the sub- 
ject passed nearly four to one. In 
Saanich Reeve Arthur Ash, chief 
proponent of continued study on 
amalgamation, won a clear victory 
and was given new councillors 
pledged to support further investiga- 
tion. His most outspoken opponents 
on the question were defeated. 

The results of polling in Esqui- 
malt and Oak Bay on that particular 
issue are less clear. Reeve A. C. 
Wurtele, whose enthusiasm for uni- 


fication has never, been warm, was 
returned to office. In Oak Bay, lack- 
ing a reeveship contest, incumbents 
and a former council member won 
seats. The old council in the latter 
municipality had adopted a most | 
conservative approach to the amal- | 
gamation study—a ‘traditional atti- 
tude there. 

The elections in the four districts 
do, however, underscore the point 
that where amalgamation study was 
a sharp, well-defined issue, the vot- 
ers were favorable to it. 

The results are encouraging. If 
progress can now be made by Vic- 
toria and Saanich an excellent lead 
will be provided to Esquimalt and 
Oak Bay, both of which have been 
dragging their feet for some time on 
this question. ; 


Less Than a Heartbeat Away

They became an international 
pulse. Its beat would reflect the 
health of the alliances built around 
American strength, dependent on 
that country and its chief executive 
or the individual who would take 
over his duties. 

If the pulse beat was erratic, it 
disclosed one surprising and definite 
fact. The NATO countries were 
repared to accept Vice-President 
tichard Nixon in place of President 
Eisenhower if the health of the latter 
prevented his attendance at the Paris 
meetings 

The young man who three or four 
years ago—according to Britain’s 
left-wing New Statesman —‘seemed 
an unprincipled smart aleck, a witch- 
hunting demagogue and so ambitious 
that no price seemed too high for 
a chance at the presidency,” had 
become acceptable to foreign allies 
of the United States. 

They now see in the young man 
from California a person who has 
made himself a ‘responsible party 
leader. They have recognized the 
strong position he took on 
rights for Negroes, his careful treat- 
ment of Africans. and Asians, his 
pro-Israel position and stand f 
more foreign aid rather than less 
his careful “understanding” of. world 
affairs opposed to the brinkmanship 
of Mr. Dulles and his capacity for 
making firm decisions. 

Such is the assessment of 
New Statesman, an organ 
calculated to gild the lily of Ameri- 
can political figures and consequently 
one competent to reflect the new 
attitude to Mr. Nixon 

With this change in international 
reaction to him, an equally import- 
ant alteration has occurred in the 
domestic appreciation of the vice- 
president and his office 

Conventionally, the vice - presi- 
dency is a. dead-end in 
American politics. It is frequently 
a laurel bestowed upon an outstand- 
ing figure to mollify his adherents 
and to remove him from too active 
participation in future presidential 
scrambles It has been a wreath 
beneath which the recipient is ex- 
pected to lie quietly 

This was not the opinion held 
originally by President Eisenhower 
When Richard Nixon came out of 
politically powerful California to 
give the state’s Republican Party

He was in- 
formed that he, and he alone, was 
the chief executive. No other could 
take over his duties. 

But while that point was made 
very definitely, it did not prevent 
a subtle change in the position of 
vice-president with Mr. Nixon in 
that post . 

3y what biologists call progres- 
sive evolution, Mr. Nixon became, 
to a substantial degree, an assistant 
president. 

The accident of presidential death 
has, of course, lifted earlier vice- 
presidents from obscurity to presi- 
dential power. Such was the case 
with Theodore Roosevelt, Calvin 
Coolidge and Harry Truman. But 
none of these had enjoyed the 
strength, as vice-president, now 
shown by Mr. Nixon. This is the 
result of a calculated polics 

Mr. Nixon has been despatched 
to various points of the world to 
represent his country and per- 
formed his missions creditably 

In the present situation, with the 
United States fagng problems that 
could be graver only with the out- 
break of a hot war, Mr. Nixon has 
assumed leadership among the White 
House group handling executive 
affairs. He has acted diplomatically. 

The Vice-President has tried on 
no crown in the ante-chamber.. At 
the same time he has shown excep- 
tional competence, vigor .and ability 
to make decisions 

This is a much more mature Mr 
Nixon than the one criticized for 
accepting campaign gifts from Cali- 
fornia’s millionaires. He is no longer 
the man of television’s famous “cloth 
coat” speech 

He is the figure less than a heart- 
beat away from the presidency —a 
person who has gained the confi- 
dence of important American allies 
and the respect of the United States 

If President Eisenhower should 
consider his own condition such that 
he could no longer discharge the 
duties of his office, Vice-President 
Nixon is the one who would succeed 
him Succession would not cause 
the alarm it would have roused three 
or four years

* No one possessed of a grain of what 
is regarded as the British sense of fair 
play would, at first thought, argue with 
any part of what Mr. Hutchison wrote 
under the above title. 

However, I could not help but feel 
that more should have been made of 
those things which have, for several 
years, and still do provoke a large sec- 
tion of the British people into feeling as 
they do against Americanism (as dis- 
tinct from Americans}, And in this the 
British are not alone in the world. 

While not forgetting that the press 
everywhere flourishes on the contro- 
versial, could it not be that those head- 
lines in the British popular press took 
the realistic view, which most of us do 
not care to admit, in order to cater to 
their millions of readers. 

I have spoken to several people on 
the subject of the American dilemma and 
no one has expressed one jot of sym- 
pathy only expressed their views with 
such remarks as—“serve them ... well 
right, it will do them good.” I see in 
such remarks a measure of proof that 
the headlines in the popular British 
press, which so many seem openly to 
dislike, had a goodly measure of reality 
in them.

Like the statement about the satellite, 
this decision was taken in an atmosphere 
of dismay.and chagrin and alarm under 
the impulse to do something spectacular 
to ,counteract the Soviet achievement. 

That this is,a fair criticism is at- 
tested by the fact that the President was 
committed to a meeting at the “summit” 
before there was even an understanding 


of what was to be discussed, much less 
an agreement on what should be done. 

Surely, it is a cardinal rule in diplo- 
macy that there should not be a meeting 
of heads of governments unless and un- 
til their foreign ministers have made cer- 
tain before they meet that there will be 
a useful and an important agreement, 
The mountain must not bor and bring 
forth only a mouse. Even less, must it 
labor and produce an earthquake 

But here, as in the case of the dead- 
line, the President has committed him- 
self hastily and recklessly to something 
which involves not only his own prestige 
but that of the country. 

When the President was stricken re- 
cently, the first reaction of the state de- 
partment, which must have been that of 
Mr. Dulles, was to “assume” that the 
President would not go to Paris. It was 
the right assumption. For on the very 
best conceivable medical diagnosis, his 
illness was a perfectly adequate diplo- 
matic reason for undoing the mistake 
of having promised to go to Paris in 
the first place. 


Doctors’ Dilemma 

It is said that it has been the Presi- 
dent himself who overruled the state de- 
partment, and that that is why we faced 
another one of those weird affairs when 
the President's doctors made the final 
decision on a great political issue. 

It is a great pity. For granting the 
best, that he is physically able to make 
the journey, the political risk of his mak- 
ing it is enormous and unnecessary. 

If there were any close friends of his 
who Could tell him the truth, they should 
have told him to stay at home and in- 
stead have Mr. Dulles negotiate with the 
Allies and refer back to him the momen- 
tous decisions. These he could then make 
deliberately, in peace and quiet away 
from the hullabaloo of one of those tu- 
multuous international conferences. 

A lot is being said about how neces- 
sary to the future of NATO is the use 
of the Presiderit's prestige. The answer 
is that the President's prestige is at least 
as great here as it will be when he gets 
to Paris, and that if he stays here his 
prestige will last longer

Working to Keep You Warm 


OMETIMES I'm. s0 modest 
modesty that people scarcely 
have any. 

Purely in the interests of science, | am 
putting aside my reluctance to talk about 
my goott deeds. It is my intention to tell you 
jhow hard I am working to produce the balmy 
weather we're having this winter. 

My efforts are personally costly-in terms 
of funds, health and time. Still, it is my 
duty to my fellowmen to keep at the job. It 
leaves me. weak physically and financially;

My determination rests on a scientific 
treatise which says: “Every time you start a 

car, light a fire or turn on 
a furnace you are joining 
the greatest .weather ‘ex- 
periment’ men have evel 
launched. You are adding 
your bit to the tons of car- 
bon dioxide sent constantly 
into the air as coal, oi] and 
wood are burned at un 
precedented rates. Collect- 
ing in the atmosphere, 
warming the earth, and in- 
fluencing massive currents 
deep within the sea, this gas could in time 
substantially change the earth's climate.” 

“This invisible gas,” the treatise goes on 
to say, “acts like the glass in a gardener’s 
greenhouse. It lets solar energy pass right 
on through to the ground but tends to block 
the radiation of heat from the ground to the 
sky. The result is a small but significant 
warming influence al] over the earth.” 


I'M WORKING ON IT 

What am I doing about this? Plenty. 

Not only do | start my car frequently. I 
light fires, turn on the furnace, run my out 
board motor and—above all—I smoke. I! 
smoke_continuously, filling the air with my 
own special brand of carbon dioxide and 
thereby building the “glass” to enclose the 
greenhouse of the world 

Almost imperceptibly I am 
measure of warmth to the earth, And I'm 
making ground. Look at the weather weve 
been having, and this the thirteenth of De 
cember! 

I'm prepared to accept the sacrifices im 
posed on me by my dedication to the produc- 
tion of carbon dioxide—the sacrifices and 
the risks I keep reading about in the news 
papers.

It ‘is just con- 
ceivable, science tells me, ‘that the production 
of all this carbon dioxide may have the 
opposite effect to that for which I labor, 


I discount this possibility for reasons to | 


be explained later. But since it has been Sug- 
gested, it is only honest to outline the theory 
on which it is based. 

The scientists say that weather is produced 
by the heating and cooling of land and water. 
Oceans, they explain, can store more of the 
energy drawn from the sun than land and 
yield it more slowly. Also, this energy is 
distributed widely through the great ocean 
currents. 

The heat energy is given up to the air at 
various times and in many places. Con- 
versely, the air is also cooled in many places 
by the oceans. 

All this leads to what is called the. over 
turning of the ocean, its yielding of warmth 
to the atmosphere and its flow of currents 
bringing cold water from great depths to the 
surface. 

NO TURN-OVER 

Now it appeafs that the Atlantic is not 
overturning as it should—probably because 
of the New York subway strike or com- 
munist efforts to inject fluorine into the 
water. 

And the experts say the ocean won't over- 
turn unless the climate turns colder. If this 
does not. happen, the polar regions won't be 
cold enough to produce deep, cold-water 
bottom currents which, flowing equatorwards, 
push warmer water to the surface and cause 
the ocean waters to overturn. This has me 
confused. It seems to say that unless it gets 
colder it can't get warmer, but .it might get 
warmer because of the “greenhouse glass” of 
the carbon dioxide layer 

Anyhow: there's no- apparent change in 
the water temperature at Foul Bay My 
fishing partner washed off his hooks. in it 
the other day just before we landed. With 
hands recently immersed he grasped the dock 
and I clumsily stood on his hand. It didn't 
hurt..The hand was numb, So I discount 
the theory of changing water temperatures 

That puts me right back to my job 
which is to smoke like mad to make more 
carbop dioxide to build better greenhouse 
glass

Job Insurance 
Ease Refused 


OTTAWA (CP)~ 
ister Michael Starr said today 
“I cannot see my way clear” 
to a relaxation of unemployment, 
insurance regulations to meet 
requests of British Columbia 
fishermen. for special payment 
of seasonal insurance benefits 
this winter. 

He was replying in the Com- 
mons to Thomas Barnett (CCF, 
Comox-Alberni), who said many 
salmon fishermen cannot qual 
ify for the seasonal benefits 
because they have not made 15 
weekly contributions into the in 
surance fund. 


Mr. Starr said a request to re 
lax the 15-week requirement has 
been received from the United 
Fishermen and Allied Workers 
of B.C. After careful study he 
had decided that “a further re- 
laxation is not in order at this 
time.” 

Granting of the request would 
lead .to similar demands from 
other groups. The government 
had only recently revised the 
insurance benefits to allow pay-

Handicapped men and women living in the Victoria 
area are looking to Goodwill Industries for employment in 
the New Year. 

But unless Goodwill can raise at least $3,000 for work- 
shop equipment these unfortunate folk will be disappointed. 

Victoria Rotary Club has sponsored the organization to 
the extent of spending $12,000 on renovating and rebuilding 
its aged premises af 560 Yates—and there is nothing left 
over for equipment. 

“We had to spend much more on this work than we 
expected,” said George Gray, president of the management 
committee appointed by Rotary. 

* “The premises are at least 100 years old and all kinds of 
unforeseen repairs had to be effected. Even then we were 
fortunate. The contractors actually gave us $20,000 worth of 
work for $12,000.” 

When Victoria Rotarians adopted Goodwill as its special 
charity two months ago, they expected to spend only $8,000 
on renovations, leaving something over for equipment. 


Truck Needed for Collections 


“We are therefore compelled to ask for public donations 
to carry the project through,” said Mrs. J. Evelyn Lamont, 
recently appointed executive director of Goodwill Enterprises. 
(Telephone; 2-8315.) 

“We also need money for office, equipment and more 
for the purchase of a truck with which to collect the raw 
material we need for our workshops.” 

The jraw, material consists of used clothing and house- 
hold bric-a-brac suitable for reconditioning by handicapped 
workers. The réconditioned articles are then sold and the 
income from sales goes to pay the workers’ wages and the 
cost of operations 

If money and materials are forthcoming, Goodwill will 
give full employment to 15 handicapped persons before the 
end of ‘January 

Needed workshop equipment are electric sewing ma 
chines, steam presses, industrial cessil irons and industrial 
darners 

Required for the office are tables 
cabinet which can be locked 

“If we. had $1,000 we é¢ould buy a serviceable 
which has been offered to us by a local firm,” Mrs. Lamont 
said. “Again, wé shall have to depend on public’ generosity 
in raising this money

Posh Sache from Page 1 
miles, the larger of them 
measuring 5.2 inches in dia 
meter. The large type of a 
calibre of nearly a foot has 
been converted into am air-to- 
air missile, a rocket to be 
fired from airplanes against 
other airplanes. It is now a 
guided rocket, but the nature 
of the guidance system is not 
publicly known. Its Russian 
designation is M-100A. All the 
rockets mentioned so far are 
propelled by solid fuels. 

With the end of-the war the 
Russians captured tons of 
German documents. They cap- 
tured the production . éngi- 
neers of the V-2 factory (but 
not the planning and research 
staff who had fled in time 
and surrendered to the Amer- 
icans) and they might have 
captured a few rockets. From 
the documents they learned 
that the Germans had planned 
to extend the 200 miles range 
of the V-2 by equipping it 
with wings. 

The idea was that the 
winged rocket could add 
about 100 miles to its range 
by performing like a glider 
when it returned into dense 
air after reaching its 60-mile 
peak. Ofcourse this rocket 
could not be accurate unless 
it was piloted and the Ger- 
mans had had that in mind 
The pilot was to bail out as 
soon as he was sure that his 
rocket would hit the target 
The Russians also learned 
from captured docurnents that 
the Germans intended to de 
velop solid fuel rockets to be 
fired frm submarines. 

Since these German plans 
were not based on whim. but 
on solid engineering logic the 
Russians carried them out 
with their own men. The sub- 
marine - launched, solid - fuel 
missiles are now under de- 
velopment; one with an in- 
tended range of 100 miles is 
called Comet-1, another with 
an intended range of 500 miles 
is called Comet-2. 

The Russian development 
of the German V-2 rocket is 
called the T-1, also M-101. It 
has the same diameter as the 
original V-:2, ngmely, 5% 
feet, but is 50 feet long (V-2 
was about 46 feet) and has 


a different fuel—kerosene in- 
stead of alcohol. Its range is 
given as 400 miles, double 
the original V-2 range. It is 
in produetion. So-is the T4 
(or M-102), which ‘is the 
winged version. Claims are 
that it may have a range of 
as much as 1,000 miles, which 
sounds somewhat exagger- 
ated.. The figure may have to 
read 1,000 kilometers, which 
would be 620 miles, and more 
likely what one could expect. 


More Stages Needed 


For ranges beyond 600 
miles rockets of two or more 
stages are needed. The Rus- 
sian T-2 missile (also desig- 
nated as M-103) is their 
IRBM (Intermediate Range 
Ballistic Missile) with a 
range of 1,500 miles, At least 
a hundred of them have been 
test fired. It is a two-stage 
liquid fuel. missile with a 
take-off weight of about 85 
tons..The upper stage is, a 
T-1, the lower stage is just 
a very heavy booster. It was 
probably the T-2 which was 
converted into a satellite car- 
rier for firing the first Sput- 
nik 

Another Russian 
missile in production is the 
T-7A. Propelle@€ by a_ solid 
fuel, it is 25 feet long with a 
diameter of 2% feet and a 
range of up to 60 miles. The 
T-7A is the Russian equival- 
ent to our Corporal missile 
which, however, is a liquid 
fuel rocket. 

So far the only facts known 
gabout the Russian ICBM (In 
ter Continental Ballistic Mis- 
sile) are that it is designated 
as T3 or as M-104, that its 
goal is a range of 5,000 miles 
and that two or three of them 
have been test fired. It must 
be a three-stage rocket and, 
of course, its warhead must 
be heavy enough to be either 
a uranium or a hydrogen 
bomb. It just does not pay to 
shoot ordinary high explos- 
ives over sdch a distance. A 
modified T-3 probably fired 
Sputnik No. 2 

The lesson that be 
drawn from this quick survey 
quite simple. As regards 
intercontinental missile 
the Russians are somewhat 
ahead of us. But they are far 
ahead with respect to the in- 
termediate range missile.
